Court Decision Cited..- 

A recent United States Su- 
preme Court decision held that 
coin-operated pinball machines 


are “in fact’ slot machines and 
are subject to federal! taxing 
rules, the National Association 


of Citizens Crime Commissions 
noted yesterday. A resolution 
passed by the association at its 
recent convention in Washing- 
ton, D.C., called on Congress to 
adopt legislation placing all 
pinball machines equipped for 
gambling purposes under the 
Johnson Act. 

Practically all pinball ma- 
chines are subject to a $10 
federal amusement tax, instead 
of the $250 annual tax required 
for slot. machines, the resolu- 
tion asserted. Federal amuse- 
ment taxes on coin-operated 
machines last year totaled $6,- 
}70,000 this year, an increase 
of $500,000 over 1956, the com- 
mission added. 

Leaders in the distribution 
of pinball machines and other 
coin-operated devices in St. 
Louis are the Plaza Amusément 
Co., in which “Buster” Wort- 
man has an interest, and the 
Anthony Novelty Co., operated 
by gangsters John Vitale, Tony 
Giardano and Anthony Lopi- 
paro.

FRANK ZITO PAYS 


£9050 ON FINE 
OWED SINCE 1931 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 7 
(AP)—Frank Zito, of Spring- 
field, who Was among those 


rounded up last month in New 
York at what police described 
as a convention of hoodlems, 
made good on a 1931 bootleg- 
ging fine yesterday. 

Zito’s attorney, Robert Heck- 
enkamp, brought a $9050 cash- 
ier’s check into United States 
District Court. The check was 
purchased by Zito’s wife. 

The 64-year-old Zito was fined 
$10,000 and sentenced to two 
years in prison in 1931 for a 
prohibition violation. He paid 
$950, but apparently never the 
remainder. Court officials were 
not available to explain why 
the fine was allowed to ride on 
the books so long. 

Zito was one of 64 men 
rounded up by police at Apa- 
lachian, N.Y. Police records 
list Zito as unemployed. How- 
ever, his wife and a sister-in- 
law are owners of the Modern 
Distributing Co. in Springfield.

Five Skier Chains Are 
Affected — Manage- 
ment Closes Counters 
as Result of Wage 
Deadlock.

About 200 stores of five 
major food chains were picket- 
ed today by union meat cutters 
carrying “Lockout” posters 
after management ordered 
meat counters closed as a re- 
sult of deadiocked wage nego- 


tiations with the union. 

The major chains are Kroger, 
A&P, Bettendorf’s, Rapp’s and 
National Food stores. Also 
affected are several stores of 
the Schenberg and Schnuck 
markets, Nicholas M. Blassie, 
president of Meat Cutters 
Local 88, reported. About 600 
meat cutters are involved, the 
union leader said. 

Some chain stores were able 
to be open, even though meat 
counters were closed, while 
others were notable to open. 
The Kroger Co. reported that 
22 of its 37 stores were serv- 
ing grocery and vegetable cus- 
tomers. 

“About 1000 independent 
markets are open for business, 
and there is plenty of meat to 
be had.” Blassie announced in 
denying reports that meat was 
in short supply. He charged 
that the larger chains made 
arrangements for keeping 
clerks and maintenance em- 
ployes in the stores overnight. 
The clerks are union members 
and would be expected to ob- 
serve the meat cutters’ picket 
lines, Blassie said. 

Some Picketing at Night. 

The picketing began yester- 
day at 37 National Food stores 
in the city and St. Louis coun- 
ty where meat departments 
were closed. When the other 
stores ordered their employes 
not to return today, the union 
went into action and picketing 
|began at some stores shortly 
after midnight. 

No bargaining sessions are 
scheduled between the union 
and the chain stores. Roland 
Maurath, chairman of the em- 
ployers’ negotiating commit- 
tee, issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The fndustry has offered 
basic increases of $9 per week, 
retroactive to Nov. 3, to all 
journeymen, apprentices and 
head meat cutters. Head meat 
cutters in self-service stores 
with 12 or more employes were 
offered an increase of $15 per 
week. 

“All meat wrappers were of- 
fered an increase of $6 a week, 
retroactive to Nov. 3, and those 
wrappers employed for 18 
months were offered $9 in- 
creases. Those employed for 
two years were offered $12 in- 
creases. 

“Additional increases of $4 
a week were offered for the 
secohd year 
ters, Journeymen and appren- 
tices, and an additional increase 
of $3 was offered to wrappers.

Press Assails Advance 


Publicity — Commu- 
nists Hoot — Scien- 
tists Not Surprised.

LONDON, Dec. 7 (AP)— 
United States failure to get an 
earth satellite into space 
brought dismay and criticism 
in western Europe today. The 
Communists hooted. 

Some western European 
newspapers showed annoyance 
at United States publicity in 
advance of yesterday's unsuc- 
cessful test in Florida. Others 
said the failure would spur 


United States determination to 


catch up with Russia. 


(At the United Nations, in 
New York, diplomats expressed 
regret at the United States 
failure. One of these was Rus- 
sian delegate Arkady A. Sobo- 
lev. “That's too .bad,” he said.) 
Wiscounted by Rocket Experts. 

Rocket experts showed neith- 
er surprise nor annoyance. 
Said Prof. ‘Hideo Itokawa of 
Tokyo University, Japan's lead- 
ing rocket expert: 

“Statistics show that 30 per 
cent of all rockets are fail- 
ures. Even the Russians 
must have experienced a lot of 
failures before they launched 


the Sputnik. It's only that they vesterday’s failure was only 


announced the successful ones. 

Prof. Alfred Lovell, director 
of the big radio telescope at 
Jodrell Bank in northern Eng- 


land, spoke in a similar vein 
in a British television inter- 
view: 

“It js easy to make too much 
of this disaster. We do not 
know how many failures the 
Russians had _. before’ their 


launchings.”’ 

London Press Comment. 

London newspapers said 
United States prestige had suf- 
fered a heavy blow and pic- 
tured the United States as 
plunged into gloom. 

The Daily Herald called the 
United States satellite a “flop- 
nik” and said “the thing that 
is most severely: blasted 
America's confidence. 

The Daily Express spoke of 
“the psychological blow to 
American pride and morale.” 
The Daily Mail said ‘the fail- 
ure is an even bigger blow 
Mr. Eisenhower's declining 
prestige.”” The Mail said there 
was “violent criticism of the 
Cc ontinued on Page 8, Col. 5.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla,

J. Paul Walsh, deputy direc- 
tor of the naval research lab- 
oratory’s project Vanguard, 
said “‘basically we don't know 
a great deal more than we did

He added that as soon as the 
damage is assessed, Elliot Felt 
Vanguard program director for 
the Martin Co., can make his 
plans for putting the pad back 
into operation. 

Static Firings Awaited. 

He said the rocket is in a 
hangar and must go through 
the customary long pre-flight 
process — including static fir- 
ings in which the engines are 
fired up while the rocket is 
fastened to the ground. 

He declined to estimate how 
long this might take. Other 
sources estimated it would 
take at least three weeks to 
get another satellite launching 
attempt under way. 

Meanwhile, Army sources 
said that there are no immedi- 
ate plans for an Army attempt 
to launch a satellite before 
the next Vanguard attempt. 
The Army source said that the 
Army is more interested right 
now in the test firings of a 
number of its rockets and mis- 
siles that already are here. 
The Army is known to have 
several Jupiter-type ballistic 
missiles in the area. 

Doubts Damage Is Severe. 

In Washington, Dr. John P. 
Hagen, director of project 
Vanguard for the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory, said that if 
the burning rocket destroyed 
its launching pad, it could take 
two months, at least, to repair 
the damage. 

Hagen added that he did not 
believe the damage would be 
that severe. There is no other 
equipment at Cape Canaveral 
capable of launching the Van- 
guard assembly. 

He said the trouble was mes 
canical and was not caused 
by any fault in basic design, 

Hagen emphasized also that

The communique followed a 
charge by Soviet Communist 
party leader Nikita Khrushchev 
last night that the rocket had 
fallen in United States terri- 
tory and that United States 
authorities had not offered to 
give it up. 

The Russian communique 
indicated that the rocket actu- 
ally disintegrated and parts féll 
in Alaska and other sections 
of North America — possibly 
Canada.

Silly, Not Tragic 


The failure of the first United States attempt 
to launch a small space satellite is most disap- 
pointing, but should not be treated like a na- 
tional calamity. 

Until Russia fired off Sputnik I, two months 
ago, our satellite program was intended as a 
purely scientjfic project for the International 
Geophysical Year, divorced from military or 
propaganda considerations. We insisted there 
was no Satellite “race.” 

After Sputnik, however, President Eisenhower 
and his advisers ordered a sudden speed-up in 
the schedule for Vanguard, whose rocket parts 
had had only three test firings. Having lost the 
race that they denied existed, Administration 
officials decided to make a race out of it by rush- 
ing Vanguard toward premature operations. 

In so far as there is blame here, it must be 
assessed against the political leadership and not 
against the scientists who were first kept at a 
measured pace and then pushed to do the 
impossible. 

In so far as there is defeat for the nation, it 
is a propaganda defeat which was invited by our 
Government's pressure for sudden action, its 
advance ballyhoo and consequent false expecta- 
tions. If Administration leaders such as Defense 
Secretary McElroy can claim again that they 
are “not surprised,” they should not be surprised 
that the Japanese now call our _ satellite 
“sputternik.”’ 

Granting that the decision to rush Vanguard 
has made the United States look silly, what can 
now be done about it” 

The first thing to do is to get back on the 
scientific track and off the propaganda detours. 
Let the scientists determine, political 
pressure, when and how they will conduct the 
satellite tests. Give them adequate support and 
leave them alone. That is the way to get a 
satellite into space. 

Even then, the nation may expect some fail- 
ures, and Federal policy ought to take them into 
account. Very likely Russia had failures too, 
but she avoided the propaganda consequences 
by announcing only her success. The govern- 
ment of a free nation cannot do that, but it 
ought to be frank with its people about the 
difficulties that lie ahead. 

Finally, it is important to face the one really 
alarming consequence of the success of Sputnik 
and initial failure of Vanguard. That is that 
Russia's great lead in rocketry is plain for all 
to see.

Volkswagen is charged with fixing the whole- 
sale and retail prices of the German-made car, 
and this, says the Department of Justice, ‘“‘con- 
travenes the principles of our competitive econo- 
my and requéres vigorous prosecution.” 

Maybe so. But there is a fairly strong impres- 
sion that American auto makers also have tried 
to set the wholesale and retail prices of their 
cars, and not a very strong impression that they 
have been vigorously prosecuted for it. 

Volkswagen is charged with allocating exclu- 
sive sales territories to dealers, and requiring 
dealers to sell no other new cars. Maybe De- 
troit doesn't handle its dealers in precisely this 
way. But there is a fairly strong impression that 
sales territories are allocated, and that a dealer 
for one manufacturer does not also act as a deal- 
er for another. 


Certainly Volkswagen {is subject to the anti- 
trust laws and ought to obey them—in exactly 
the same way that American auto manufacturers 
do Volkswagen in recent years has begun to 
give Detroit some real competition, basic com- 
petition, competition that hurts. The anti-trust 
laws are supposed to encourage competition, but 
it is not altogether out of reason that they could 
be invoked in order to discourage it. No doubt 
the courts that hear the suit will bear this in 
mind, 
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Disappointment in Nursing Homes 

The nursing home situation in Missouri may 
be less favorable than the public has been led 
for months to suspect, if we are to judge from 
the State Health Division’s latest pronounce- 
ment. The acting director of the division, Dr. 
Henry M. Hardwicke, had been continuing to say 
as late as last August that it was confidently 
expected 400 to 500 of the 700 nursing homes 
operating in Missouri would qualify under the 
new law. 

That would have meant the ejection of some 
1200 of the 14,000 elderly persons receiving 
nursing-home care in the state. Now Dr. Hard- 
wicke announces that fewer than 200 nursing 
homes heve qualified even partly and that many 
of the 500 others have made no effort to comply 
with the new law. The acting director plans to 
give these operators a hearing and, if they can- 
not show cause why they should be licensed, 
prosecuting attorneys in their local areas will be 
asked to act against them. 


Missouri is ‘beginning to pay the price of 
neglecting the economic solutions of the nursing- 
home problem. We may pass all the laws we 
like, but the problem will not be solved until 
nursing-home operators can take care of pa- 
tients at priees the patients and their relatives 
can pay. That is basic, and no amount of legis- 
lation will alter it in the least. We have erected 
a fine and necessary super-structure of nursing 
home standards. When are we going to get 
areund to building the foundation of solid 
economics? 
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More Stamps and Fewer Rings 

A ray of hope can be found in the London 
dispatch reporting that letter writing is on the 
increase and telephoning on the decrease 
throughout Britain. | . 

Over here, the letter volume and the phone 
volume both climb steadily. If Britain can cut 
down on the dingling of the phone bell and 
transfer some of that burden to the mail man, 
why can not the United States do likewise? 
Granted that the phone is often a convenience 
and even a necessity, it is all too frequently 
a means to boredom, irritation and even 
exasperation. 

The pest who cannot breach the portcullis of 
your home can slip right into your parlor via 
the phone line. The solicitor can draw you right 
out of a tub of hot water. The dialer of wrong 
numbers—of whom there seem to be an abun- 
dance—can interrupt the family meal. . The ine- 
briate can break into your slumber at 2 a.m. And 
even a warm friend can chill the relationship 
with a call when you are watching a favorite 
television program or listening to a symphony 
broadcast. A teen-ager on this end and a teen- 


ager on that can make bells ring and words fly 
somewhat close to incessantly. 

A 3 per cent reduction in some of this ding- 
ling that approaches harassment would be no 


small thing. But how can it be achieved in a 
nation of people who have 56,243,000 of the 
world’s 101,000,000 phones and use them to talk 
everything over, to talk some things up, other 
things down, many things through and even to 
talk some out—completely out? 
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Indonesia and West New Guinea 

Indonesia, which has had considerable trouble 
attempting to govern itself since it was founded 
in 1949, apparently is about to loose more chaos 
within its sprawling archipelago. From Jakarta 
comes word that most of the 46.000 Dutch citi- 
zens still living in the former Netherlands colony 
must leave. Major Dutch businesses have been 
seized and several consulates closed. 

Evidently this is somewhat in line with what 
President Sukarno meant when he said on Nov. 
7 that if Indonesia did not obtain possession of 
West New Guinea through the United Nations 
his government would resort to methods “which 
will startle the world.” It was on Nov. 30 that 
the U.N. General Assembly disappointed him by 
failing to adopt a resolution calling for new 
talks between the Netherlands and Indonesia 
on the status of the Dutch half of this second 
largest island in the world. 

Contradictions and confusion hedge the antl- 
Dutch campaign that has been let loose. Com- 
munist-dominated labor unions have seized most 
of the Dutch businesses and the Indonesian gov- 
ernment, under a cabinet decree, is taking them 
over from the unions. Some Dutch nationals vital 
tou operation of business have been warned to 
stay on the job or suffer imprisonment. 

The disorders are certain to induce a general 
uneasiness—at the least—which will repel the 
capital ventures and investments that the infant 
republic so badly needs. If economic chaos, or 
worse, ensues, this will serve to strengthen the 
belief that Jakarta lacks ability to govern. 

Nevertheless Jakarta is pressing to take on 
the task of caring for the 700,000 primitive 
Papuan natives of West New Guinea, who live 
almost in a stone age. The problem of civilizing 
and assimilating these primitive people into any 
government presents difficulties that would be 
formidable for a nation with far more resources 
and stability than has Indonesia. 

Jakarta has no valid claim to West New Guinea. 
The island was not included in the transfer of 
sovereignty to Indonesia in 1949. The Dutch cite 
the 1949 charter, of which the second article 
says,“ .. It has not.yet been possible to recon- 
cile the view of the parties on (West) New 

Guinea which remains therefore in dispute... . ” 
There are geographical and ethnical reasons that 
strengthen the Dutch case. 

The Australians, who own the eastern half of 
the island, and the Dutch have recently joined 
in a common declaration of policy for New 
Guinea. In brief it reaffirms their desire to ad- 
vance the primitive native society of the island 
until it is ready for self-determination. 

There is no reason apparent for giving in now 
to Jakarta’s demands. To do so would mean the 
substitution of a new colonial power for an old. 
Since 1949 the Jakarta government that seeks to 
rule the 2000 islands of the old Dutch East In- 
dies has had one rebellion after another on 
its hands. 

It would appear to be the greater part of wis- 
dom to leave to the Netherlands and Australia 
the task of developing a primitive people to the 
point where they are ready for a plebiscite. 
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Revolt of the Cities 

The first explosion in what may turn out to 
be an urban revolt against rurally-dominated 
state government has been touched off at San 
Francisco. 

A committee of the American Municipal As- 
sociation headed by Philadelphia’s able Mayor 
Richardson Dilworth has recommended that the 
Federal Government by-pass the states and deal 
directly with the cities in matters of Federal aid. 
Mayor Dilworth and his colleagues charge that 
because Federal grants are “channeled through 
state government, rurally-dominated state legis- 
latures have been able to divert a major portion 
of such funds to rural areas.” 

To correct this abuse, the Dilworth committee 
urges that Federal grants-in-aid be earmarked 
in two categories—first, to metropolitan areas 
and second to states for all other purposes. 
Metropolitan grants would flow directly to met- 
ropolitan agencies, and not by way of the state 
capitol. 

At first glance this proposal may seem some- 
what less than politically possible; the states are 
not going to accept any by-passing of Federal 
money without a fight. But metropolitan areas— 
the core cities and their satellite suburbs—are 
growing by leaps and bounds. They are becom- 
ing the dominant factors in influencing the elec- 
tion ef Presidents and United States Senators 
(as well as Governors). Their relative strength 
in the House. of Representatives is. on the rise. 
If the trefd’ continues, politicians who ignore 
the needs of the metropolitan areas will be poli- 
ticians looking for work. * . 
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End ofthe Milwaukee Honeymoon ? 
Individual baseball players have been “hold- 
outs” often enough, but it looks like something 
new under the sun when the “front office” re- 
fuses to sign an all-important contract. That is 
just what Joseph F. Cairnes, president of the 
world’s champion Milwaukee Braves, is doing. 
‘He has béeh Nefotiating with Milwaukee Coun- 
ty officials for some time in connection with a 
1958: lease on the County Stadium, home field 
of the well-patronized Braves. Under a formula 
based on gate receipts, the Braves last year paid 
the County about $200,000 in rent. 
For next season, the County has worked out 
a formula which would bring in about $500,000. 
Mr. Cairnes apparently does not object to this. 
(It would be hard for the Braves with their at- 
tendance records to pose as ‘public assistance 
clients.) But he does object most strenuously to 
the demand for a clause which would require 
renegotiation of the contract in case the Braves 
put their home games on TY. With reason 
enough, the authorities figure that this might 
reduce the rent check by quite a bit. But Mr. 
Cairnes is saying with all the firmness at his 
command that he will not accept the TV rene- 
gotiation clause. |

‘Any Teacher Will Tell You...’ Between Book Ends 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Publie school education today finds 
itself the whipping boy of an undis- 
ciplined nation—a nation grown com- 
placent by the productivity of its in- 
dustrial genius. Americans spend bil- 
lions for bigger cars, push-button ap- 
pliances, fashion fads, but blanch 
when taxes go up to provide streets, 
sanitation, flood control, education. 

Shocked by Sputnik, they scream 
that the schools have let them down. 
They would banish the educators to 
Siberia for bowing to the wrong mas- 
ter. But in a democracy who is master 
of the schools? Parents? Taxpayers? 
Boards of education? 

Recent literature on education in- 
dicates that many alert educators are 
far ahead of the mass of critics in 
analysis of today’s schools. But a 
trend in education is harder to pub- 
licize than a new look in automobiles, 
though sometimes it is as extreme. 

Just as advice on how to feed the 
new baby swung in five years from 
by -the-clock to when -he’s- hungry, 
many teachers have changed from 
pleading for no interference by par- 
ents to requesting parental co-opera- 
tion in leading the child along the 
academic road as fast as he is capable, 

One need no longer be apologetic 
if his child can read before he goes 
to school. Timetables and phonetics 
are back in fashion, though emphasis 
on the child as an individual remains, 
and rightly so. 

But the United States has been 
caught behind in science and educa- 
tion is getting the blame. Lack of 
discipline, people say. But any teach- 
er will tell you the vast majority of 
students have not learned self-disci- 
pline at home. Parents shake their 
heads and lay the blame on psychol- 
ogy. Psychologists claim their find- 
ings have been misinterpreted and 
misapplied; in fact, psychologists are 
in great disagreement with each other. 
One was recently quoted in a news- 
paper as actually having recommended 
spanking—this really hurts. 

Perhaps because the older genera- 
tion was warped as well as toughened 
by struggles with two world wars and 
a depression,.it seemed a relief to let 
the. schools experiment with making 
education more pleasant than painful. 
Personality was welcomed as an alter- 
native if not a substitute for hard 
work, 

Questions at parent meetings tended 
to relate to dance classes and other 
social opportunities. Petitions to the 
school boards were more likely to 
complain about the bus service than 
lack of scholastic achievement. The 
few who tried to raise the issue of 
academic standards met with apathy 


So-called ‘crisis’ in education is first of all the public's 
fault; too many Americans have shown apathy, antagonism 
or misunderstanding toward schools; maybe Sputnik will 
induce people to get better acquainted with education.

In Russia the high command 
decides. what course to follow; they 
need not wait for an enlightened 
public opinion to develop. In Amer- 
ica it is up to the public to act on 
the basis of facts about current edu- 
cational practice.
